INDIANAPOLIS Richard 
Mourdock, the Republican 
candidate in a tight Senate 
race in Indiana, on Wednes- 
day said he was sorry if 
anyone misunderstood his 
comment that pregnancy 
resulting from rape can be 
“something that God intended to happen.” 

Mourdock said some people have interpreted his 
remarks at a debate Tuesday night as condoning rape. 
Mourdock said he abhors rape and violence against 
women. 

“I apologize that they came away {with that inter- 
pretation], and I have certainly been humbled by the 
fact that so many people think that somehow was an 


interpretation,” Mourdock said at a news conference 
Wednesday 

Mourdock made the controversial comments 
during a debate with Democratic Representative 
Joe Donnelly and Libertarian Andrew Horning. 

While explaining his position that the only excep- 
tion to a ban on abortion should be for the life of a 
mother, Mourdock said: “I struggled with it myself 
for a long time, but I came to realize that life is that 
gift from God, and I think even when life begins in 
that horrible situation of rape, that it is something 
God intended to happen.” 

The Mourdock incident was the second time dur- 
ing the 2012 election campaign that a Republican 
candidate for the U.S. Senate made controversial re- 
marks about rape. 

Missouri candidate Todd Akin said in August that 


women have natural defenses against pregnancy 
from “legitimate rape.” Republicans disavowed 
Akin’s comment and he has trailed Democratic Sena- 
tor Claire McCaskill in most polls since then. 

Republican Rep. Joe Walsh of Illinois caused a stir 
last week when he said there was no medical neces- 
sity for an abortion to save the life of the mother. 
He later acknowledged there are rare circumstances 
where it is necessary 

President Obama’s campaign spokeswoman Jen 
Psaki said the president believed Mourdock’s com- 
ment was “outrageous and demeaning to women.” 

Romney’s campaign distanced him from the re- 
mark, saying the candidate disagreed with it and it 
did not reflect his views. 

Mourdock said Wednesday that his comments had 
been “twisted” by some people.

Soak up the heat 
while you still can

Bob Balanoff took off work Wednesday to enjoy 
the unseasonably warm weather on the dock next 
to his boat at DuSable Harbor in Chicago. 

Wearing khaki shorts and sandals, he sat in a 
lawn chair while waiting for two friends to stop 
by for lunch. 

“I’ll be out here until the sun is gone,” Balanoff, 
a 34-year-old insurance agent, said. “I’ve been 
waiting for this day for weeks.” 

Temperatures Wednesday reached a high of 
78 degrees in what may be the last burst of warm 
weather this year. 

But they’re not likely to last, said Amy Seeley a 
meteorologist for the National Weather Service 
in Chicago. 

Seeley said the unusually high temperatures 
are the result of winds carrying warm air from 
the south. 

Though fleeting— Seeley predicted tempera- 
tures will drop into the 30s Thursday night— the 
warm weather provides a reprieve before a more 
permanent cold front moves in. 

“Get out today or early tomorrow,” she said 


HISTORIC HEAT 

The recent warm front is a significant departure 
from historic weather patterns, according to 
the National Weather Service. Chicago has seen 
80-degree temperatures after Oct. 23 in only 
six of the past 141 years. High temperatures for 
this time of year are typically in the upper 50s 
or low 60s. 


Wednesday adding that the temperatures will 
drop into the 40s by the weekend. “This will be 
very short-lived.” 

The Kings of Michigan Avenue, a group of hip- 
hop dancers who perform near Millennium Park, 
didn’t want to let the nice weather go to waste. 

Though the crew usually doesn’t perform on 
Wednesdays in the fall, it organized a last-minute 
show for Wednesday afternoon.

New email evidence 
in Benghazi attack

WASHINGTON Two hours after 
first being notified of an at- 
tack on the U.S. diplomatic mission in 
Benghazi, Libya, a government email 
to the White House, the State De- 
partment and the FBI said an Islamist 
group had claimed credit, according to 
a copy obtained by CNN. 

An initial email was sent while the 
attack still was under way and anoth- 
er that arrived two hours later— sent 
from a State Department address to 
various government agencies includ- 
ing the executive office of the presi- 
dent-identified Ansar al- Sharia as 
claiming responsibility for the attack 
on its Facebook page and Twitter. 

The group denied responsibility the 
next day 

However, the emails raise further 
questions about the seeming confu- 
sion on the part of the Obama ad- 
ministration to determine the nature 
of the Sept, ii attack that left U.S. 
Ambassador Christopher Stevens and 
three other Americans dead. 

Two White House officials, speak- 
ing Wednesday on condition of not 
being identified, said the government 


emails about the attack were not an 
intelligence assessment. They also 
noted there was conflicting informa- 
tion about Ansar al- Sharia denying 
responsibility 

“They were a part of the many dif- 
ferent reports we were receiving that 
day” one White House official said of 


the emails. “There are always multiple 
and conflicting reports in the initial 
hours of an attack. That’s why you 
have an investigation.” 

Secretary of State Hillary Clinton 
advised reporters to wait until a review 
panel she appointed to investigate 
what happened completed its work.

Inspiring medicine. Changing lives.

Wanna know what it’s like to be Derrick Rose 
right about now? Northwestern running back 
Mike Trumpy knows better than just about 
anyone. 

“Oh man, it sucks,” the redshirt junior said, 
his voice growing weary 

Chicago Fire defender Dan Gargan knows 
too. 

“It’s a daily minute-to-minute, hour-to- 
hour, week-to-week thing that doesn’t go 
away until you’re far down the road and 
you’re like, ‘I feel great,’ ” he said. 

They’re not talking about owning 
a condo in Trump Tower or earning 
tens of millions of dollars a year, but 
rather the grueling rehab process 
the Bulls star is going through as he 
works his way back from tearing the 
anterior cruciate ligament in his left 
knee in April. 

And if the sight of Rose crumpled in 
a heap of pain was a worst-case scenario for 
Bulls fans, Trumpy and Gargan are a sort of 
best-case scenario. 

Both tore their ACLs making seemingly 
routine plays. Trumpy suffered his injury dur- 
ing a carry against Illinois in October 2011. 

“It doesn’t look that bad on film,” he said. 
“It was like an outside zone play and I just 
got tackled. I got up immediately and started 
hobbling to the sidelines thinking, ‘This isn’t 
a meniscus. This is a lot worse.’ When I got 
on the sideline, I collapsed, I was in so much 
pain.” 

Gargan tore his in 2007 as a member of the 
Colorado Rapids while making a play near 
midfield. 

“I kind of went forward to defend and 
planted to turn and felt a pop and had some 
sharp pain,” he said. “I went down thinking 
maybe something was wrong.” 

Both men also were able to rebuild their 
careers after having their knees surgically re-

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built. Gargan has started 65 of the 74 games 
he’s played in since returning to MLS in 
2010, including 19 of the Fire’s 22 matches 
this season. 

Just 12 months removed from surgery, 
Trumpy has racked up 224 yards on 52 car- 
ries in eight games this season. 

“I don’t really have too much knee pain 
anymore,” he said. “I’m surprised at how I’ve 
progressed in the past month. I wear a knee 
brace. That’s usually protocol for the first 
year after surgery but for the most part it’s 
feeling really great.” 

But it took a lot of time and patience for 
them to get back to playing shape. 

That sense of patience is something 
Gargan admits he didn’t have when, as a 
23 -year-old establishing himself as a starter 
in MLS, he tried to get back into the action 
too soon. 

“I was back on the field after about four 
and a half months after tearing my ACL, 


which, looking back on it as a young, naive 
kid, I didn’t understand what the process 
was like coming back from an injury like 
that,” he said. 

The average recovery time for a torn ACL 
is five to seven months, according to the 
University of Minnesota’s Sports Medicine 
Institute. In addition to strengthening the 
muscles in the knee, there’s also the issue of 
rebuilding confidence. 

“Mentally and emotionally, you have to 
maintain that belief in yourself that you’re 
going to get better and you’re going to be as 
good as you were before,” Gargan said. “It’s 
something that you completely rely on, your 
physical ability, and when it’s taken away 
from you, it’s a scary thing. Suddenly, who 
you have been is thrown into question.” 

Trumpy spent much of his rehab sharpen- 
ing other parts of his game while trusting 
that his therapists and doctors would take 
care of his legs. 


“I focused on my upper body getting 
stronger, continuing to learn the playbook 
mentally” he said. “The hardest part for me 
was being away from football and not being 
able to contribute to the team, which was 
tough.” 

He remembers the exact moment he 
knew everything was going to be OK. 

“I finally felt like I was back from the inju- 
ry and the rehab the first time I got tackled 
during summer camp,” he said. 

Both athletes say the best thing for Rose 
right now is to take his time with rehab. Ev- 
erything else, they said, will come back in 
time. 

“Just hold nothing back,” Trumpy said. 
“There’s a lot of bumps in the road through- 
out the process, but as long as you have a 
positive attitude, you’ll be a better person 
and a better athlete for it.”

... fun?

After tearing both her ACLs during high 
school soccer games on May 3 in consecu- 
tive years, Ashley Neiman said she takes 
extra precaution on that particular day 
each year. 

“I stay in bed on May 3rd now,” the 
24-year-old from River North said. 

Torn ACLs aren’t limited to high-level 
athletes. Weekend warriors suffer from 
them as well, and far more frequently 
than their headline-making counterparts. 

Wicker Park’s Scott Sandalow has torn 
his left ACL twice, in 2005 and 2007, both 
times while playing softball. 

“The first time I was in center field try- 
ing to catch a ball, the shortstop called 
me off, I stepped in a divot between the 
infield and outfield and I heard a pop,” he 
said. “The second time, I was in between 
a slide and a run at home. I kind of did the 
in-between and just kind of buckled as I 
was crossing home plate. The second time 
I was a little bit more aware as I was walk- 
ing off the field that I had torn my ACL.” 

Sandalow said the first time it hap- 
pened, he felt a pain unlike any other. 

“The first few seconds of it were in- 
describable,” he said. “You heard it pop, 
then you felt pain that’s just indescrib- 
able. You didn’t know it was as severe as it 
was. The flash of pain was more than the 
lingering effect of it.” 

Five years after tearing his ACL a sec- 
ond time, Sandalow maintains an active 
intramural schedule, including playing 
kickball in the fall. 

“Intramurally I can still do the things 
I want to do,” he said. “I can play ten- 
nis; I can play kickball, not as good as I 
did before, but enough to get by I don’t 
know how it’s gonna be for the next 10 to 
15 years, but at least for now, I can be at a 
competition level.” 

For Neiman and Sandalow, the grueling 
rehabilitation process was the best part. 

“It was cool to see your progress and 
challenge yourself,” Neiman said. ‘Also, 
being an athlete and an active person, I 
loved all of the exercises and being chal- 
lenged. I was competitive even in physical 
therapy”

La Sirena Clandestina lures a bit of South American flair to the Midwest

Don’t recognize the name John Manion? It’s 
not your fault— the chef’s largely been out 
of the limelight since his former home, Mas, 
closed in 2008. He helped rehab the menus 
at Goose Island’s Clybourn brewpub and at 
West Town’s Branch 27, and briefly oversaw 
the kitchen at The Southern. Mostly though, 
he was quietly plugging away at a restaurant 
of his own, which grew out of a South Ameri- 
can pop-up dinner that Manion and friends 
created during the summer of 2011. 

To Manion, that restaurant. La Sirena 
Clandestina— “the hidden mermaid”— has 
been a long time coming. “It’s been a really 
long journey,” he said. “But on the second 
night of that pop-up, the room just became 
a party I said, Man, this is something else.’

That’s where it all started.” 

While the menu at no-reservations Sirena 
leans South American, drawing from Man- 
ion’s childhood in Brazil, he’s the first to tell 
you it’s not the purest version of that cuisine. 
“I’ve been cooking for i8 years in Chicago,” 
he said. “So the biggest influence in my life is 
the Midwest.” 

South American flavor and Midwest ingre- 
dients might sound like strange bedfellows. 


and given the popularity of Sirena’s neigh- 
bors— The Publican, Ing and Vera— Manion 
will have to really impress Chicago’s taste- 
buds to put his name back on the packed 
dining radar. Would these ceviches and 
caipirinhas be enough to jog my memory? 

Yes, you’ll want a drink. 

Once you’ve settled into your table, of which 
there are only 40 in the West Loop space that 
formerly housed breakfast-and-lunch spot 
Dodo, you’ll want to order a drink. That’s 
not only because the well-dressed, gregarious 
types at the bar genuinely look like they’re 
having a great time, but because the cocktails 
are unlike anything else you can sip in the 
West Loop. Beverage director Justin Ander- 
son, formerly of Branch 27 and The Bedford, 
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after 7 p.m. It’s a simmering energy, though, 
like a sky crackling with electricity before the 
lightning strikes. Plenty of daters are making 
the most of the moody ambience. 


Hey, this menu’s tiny! 

There are only a handful or so street food- 
inspired starters (de la calle) and a half-dozen 
home-style main courses (de la casa) on the 
menu, but Manion said he plans to add more 
dishes this week, always keeping his eye on 
which ingredients are fresh and available. 
“Fresh” was the first word on my lips once I 
finally stopped scooping up mounds of sword- 
fish ceviche ($10), whose large, rustic chunks 
of mild fish soak up tangy citrus and reached 
my mouth via an addictive house-made saltine 
cracker. The night of my visit, a whole branzino 
($30) was on special, and my date had to watch 
me grapple with a few bones as I savored the 
flakes of moist, simply seasoned bass. I was 
glad for the generous size of the fish, since 
I wasn’t as thrilled by the tough, slightly dry 
rabbit skewer ($18). Luckily Manion plans to 
add a whole grilled fish to the permanent menu 
because it’s a dish that’s so evocative of South 
America. “When I think about food in Brazil, 
it’s really simply prepared seafood. It’s a guy on 
a beach with charcoal grilling fish or shrimp 
with just a sauce,” he said. 


proves he can stir up both classic and creative 
drinks that riff on the South American 
inspiration. I could almost smell The 
Cusco Cup ($10) before I tasted it, 
with big, fresh cucumber, lemon 
and ginger scents that are 
bolstered by a distinctive, bit- 
ter bump of Fernet Branca. 

Even familiar faces like a 
pisco sour ($10) taste new 
here, as the balance of all the 
components— pisco, perfectly 
frothed egg whites, citrus juice 
and bitters —made me regret most 
of the pisco sours I’d had before this one. 

A tight and affordable wine list is more global 
than I expected, with a number of bottles 
from Italy and Germany but with a dozen- 
plus cocktails on the menu, I couldn’t resist 
sticking to all things shaken and stirred.

Have I tasted this before? 

While Manion’s South American flavors are 
undeniable, the dishes aren’t so foreign as to 
be inaccessible. Of the daily flavors of em- 
panadas ($3 each), the tender chicken pocket 
with its baked, not fried, shell sent my 
memories of chicken pot pie on a vacation 
to the Southern Hemisphere. Likewise, a 
side of the sweet-and-starchy coconut risotto 
($5) perks up the Mediterranean 
arborio rice with a tropical taste 
that beautifully toes the line 
between summer and fall. 
Though there’s no official 
dessert menu, my easygoing 
and helpful server recom- 
nded I finish with two 
lores ($2 each)J a Latin 
American sandwich cookie 
with dulce de leche filling. 

Though not the softest version of 
the decadent dessert, Manion’s cookies 
have a shortbread quality that, again, hits my 
stomach in a nostalgic place. 


Bottom line: Those who missed Manion— or 
didn’t know him to begin with— have an 
excellent reason to get (re)acquainted with 
his straight-forward, honest flavors. I wasn’t 
sure why he’d kept his head down for so long, 
but I’m relieved to see he’s emerged from 
the waters in the company of this intriguing 
mermaid.

Nathan Greenawalt, the 30 -year-old behind 
Old Sugar Distillery in Madison, Wis., took a 
circuitous path to distilling. 

He arrived in Madison in 2000 to attend 
the University of Wisconsin. Four years later, 
he graduated with an economics degree but 
little idea of what he wanted to do next. He 
then ventured to Australia, Fiji and Taiwan, 
and drove his motorcycle across the United 
States “a couple times.” When he returned to 
Madison, he found work at a store that sold 
wine- and beer-making supplies. During his 
four years at the shop, he hatched his idea of 
opening a distillery 

But he wasn’t like most distillers. He hadn’t 
worked in a distillery before opening Old Sug- 
ar. In fact, he had only visited a handful before 
opening up shop. But once he got licensing 
and bought a pot still, he set about figuring it 
out. 

“My first few batches didn’t taste very 
good,” he says. But he kept at it. And soon, 
he was producing the type of rum he enjoyed 


drinking. 

From there he kept on distilling. And 
thanks to his limited exposure to the way dis- 
tilleries typically operate, he helped give Old 
Sugar an offbeat approach to distilling. 

Take Old Sugar’s whiskey. Queen Jennie. 
It isn’t made from barley corn, rye or wheat. 
Greenawalt uses the gluten-free, millet-like 
grain sorghum, which he procures from 
a farm about two hours from Madison in 
Elkhart Lake. 

Although sorghum beers are geared almost 
exclusively to the gluten-free crowd who 
don’t mind (or must settle for) a beer that is 
thin and without much character. Old Sugar’s 
sorghum whiskey is smooth and tasty It isn’t 
particularly complex, in part because it only 
spent about five months in a five-gallon bar- 
rel. (The distillery is transitioning to 10 -gal- 
lon barrels, which will double the amount of 
time the whiskey spends in the barrel.) But it 
is good on its own or as a mixer. It’s less sour 
than a bourbon and less harsh than a rye, with 
a hint of oak. 


Old Sugar also may be the only US. distill- 
ery producing ouzo, the Greek anise-flavored 
aperitif 

He makes it because he’s half-Greek and it 
harks back to his family tradition of drinking 
ouzo during the holidays. While Americanaki 
Ouzo sounds crazy, it’s actually quite good. It 


has a pronounced black licorice aroma and a 
sweet, anise flavor when sipped. 

Greenawalt also regularly produces limit- 
ed-release spirits like grappa and brandy and 
whatever else inspires him. “There’s so much 
room for creativity in distilling,” he says. 
“There are always new things to make.”

REDEYE SOUND BOARD 
If you spend even 
a minute of time 
around rap fans, 
you’re bound to hear 
a conversation about 
“real hip-hop.” The 
basic argument goes 
like this: Rappers 
who showcase lyrical 
dexterity and a will- 
ingness to not discuss 
the holy trinity of 
money cash, hoes are better than rappers 
who just have an ear for production and/or 
glorify their surroundings (or make them up 
as they go). The entire discussion is tired and 
lazy and usually biased with respect to age. It’s 
basically: “My guys are better than your guys 
because I don’t understand your guys.” 

Enter Kendrick Lamar. For those of you 
who haven’t heard of this kid, he’s a Dr. 

Dre co-signed anomaly to the modern rap 
game, as he blends dizzying wordplay (not 
to mention fluctuations in his voice) with a 
clearly defined narrative. Following 2011’s 
“Section.80,” his second major release “good 
kid, m.A.A.d city”— according to Lamar, the 
acronym stands for “my Angry Adolescent 
divide”— showcases his ability to tell a story 
and tell it well. 


Kendrick borrows his parents’ van and 
goes for a drive through Compton, his home 
town. Along the way he encounters women 
(“Sherane aka Master Splinter’s Daughter”), 
meets up with his friends (“The Art of Peer- 
Pressure”) and even gets into an issue with a 
rival gang (addressed with absolute fury on 
“m.a.a.d city” featuring legendary California 
gangsta rapper MC Eiht). 

This is a personal album. The stories 
Lamar raps easily are the most introspective 
lyrics heard on a rap album this year or the 
past two. A great example of this would be 
the 12-minute “Sing About Me, I’m Dying of 
Thirst,” on which Kendrick waxes about the 
stories of a gang banger who lost his brother 
and the sister of a woman he referenced on 
his last album. Just deep stuff 

The album ends with a ceremonial torch- 
passing on “Compton.” The track features 
Dr. Dre, who has to have at least tied Diddy 
for the “number of artists I’ve championed 
that never released a full album” record. You 
don’t get much production from Dre on this 
record, but his influence is all over it. The 
entire album is cleanly mixed and just sounds 
better. I’ll admit that the hype cycle behind 
this album is kind of tiring and definitely ap- 
proaching 5o-Cent-in-late-’o2 levels, but just 
like that time, it might be warranted. Highest 
possible recommendation.

Screen showdown: 
Battle of the tablets

With the unveiling of the iPad mini this week, the 
battlefield is finally set for this holiday season’s 
tablet wars. The iPad mini is taking on Google’s 
Nexus 7 as well as Amazon’s y-inch Kindle Fire 
HD. So let’s see how they stack up on paper^ 

Weight 

When it comes to weight, the |Pad minfl easily is the 
lightest of the three. It weighs 0.68 pounds. The 
Nexus 7 comes in at 0.75 pounds while the Kindle 
Fire HD rounds out the bunch at 0.87 pounds. 

Thickness 

The iPad mini also is the thinnest of the mini tablets 
at just 7.2 millimeters, or 0.28 inches, thick. The iPad 
mini by far beats the Kindle Fire HD, which is 10.3 mil- 
limeters, or about 0.40 inches, thick, and the Nexus 7, 
which is the thickest at 10.45 millimeters, or 0.41 inches. 


Display 

Although the iPad mini boasts the largest 
display of the bunch at 7.9 inches, its resolu- 
tion falls short of others. The iPad mini has just 
a 1,024 by 768 pixel resolution and a low pixels 
per inch density (PPI) of 163. 

By comparison, the Nexus 7 and the Kindle Fire 
HD have 7-inch screens with 1,280 by 800 pixel 
resolutions and 216 PPI. 

Camera 

With cameras, Apple once again is the clear win- 
ner. The iPad mini is the only one of the tablets 
that features a back-facing camera. It shoots 
5-megapixel photos and records 1080p 
HD video. 

The iPad mini also has a front-facing 
camera, which records 720p HD and 
shoots 1.2-megapixel photos. Google ties 
that mark with the Nexus 7. 

Meanwhile, the Kindle Fire HD is the clear loser. 
Its camera doesn’t take pictures or record video. It can 
only be used with Skype. 


Battery 

Amazon clearly wins when it comes to battery life, as- 
serting the Kindle Fire HD can stay powered for 11 hours 
of continuous use. 

The iPad mini, though, is a close second. Apple says it 
has the same 10-hour battery life that the 9.7-inch iPad 
has. 

Google’s Nexus 7 has a battery life of 8 hours. 


Connectivity 

All three tablets connect to Wi-Fi, but if you’re looking 
for a small tablet that can connect to cellular networks, 
your only choice is the iPad mini. But LTE doesn’t come 
cheap. The cellular-connected iPad mini starts at $459.
